(vili)On completion of the winding up, the Trust shall 
forward to the SEBI and the members a report on 
the winding up containing particulars such as 
circumstances leading to the winding up, the 
steps taken for disposal of assets of the scheme 
before winding up, expenses of the scheme for 
winding up, net assets available for distribution to 
the members and a certificate from the auditors of 
the scheme.

The 
membership advice Issued by the Trust to the eligible 
Institution, firm or body corporate shall be made out in 
the name of the eligible inatltutlon/flrm/body 
corporate. The Trust shall not Incur any liability for 
loss, damage, misdelivery or non* delivery of the 
Membership Advice so sent. 

(b) Non-Individual applications alongwlth required 
documents will be accepted only at UTI offices. 

(c) The Trust shall send the membership advice not 
later than 6 weeks from the date of closure of sale of 
units under the plan. 

2, Mode of Payment 

(a) The payment for units by an applicant shall be 
made by him alongwlth the application In cash, 
cheque or draft. Where applications are submitted at 
UTI branch offices, cheques or drafts should be drawn 
on branches of banks within the city where the UTI 
branch office, at which the application Is tendered, Is 
situated. 

Provided, however, Individual Investors who apply 
from a piaoa other than where the Trust has Its branoh 
office/oollectlon centre/franohlee office may do so by 
sending the application to the branch offloe of the 
Trust along with a bank draft after deducting therefrom 
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bank charges for purchasing a bank draft upto Rs, 25/- 
or tha actual amount incurred by him, whlohovar Is 
lower, Bank draft commission charges paid by the 
Individual Investor in excess of Rs, 2§/» as stated 
above will have to be borne by the Investor. The 
collection eentre/franohise offloe/agenoy bank are 
authorised to accept applications along with a cheque 
payable locally or a demand, draft payable at places 
of the concerned branch office of UTI in which case 
an individual applicant may deduct bank commission 
charges to the extent of Re, 28/- or the actual amount 
Incurred by him whichever la lower, The draft 
commission charges will form a part of the initial Issue

(b) Where payment la made by a bank draft, by a non 
Individual applicant the commission oharges for 
purchasing a draft will have to be borne by the 
applicant,

bank draft commission will have to be borne by the

(d) If the payment is made by a eheque/draft, the date 
of receipt of the application will, subject to auoh 
eheque/draft being realised, be the date on whloh the 
application is received by the branch office of the Trust 
or authorised collection centre, 

(a) If the application amount Is leas than the minimum 
investment under the plan, the entire amount shall be 
refunded to the applicant at his eeat In aueh manner 
as the Trust may deem fit, 

(f) NRIa/OGis should submit their applications 
preferably at the NRI Branch, Mumbai or at any ef the 
Branches of UTI alongwlth NR(i)/NR(0) cheque er a 
rupee draft payable at the place where the application 
ia submitted, 

3) Mode of paymant for Invoatmant with 
repatriation baneflta 

The investments by NRIs/QGls shall earry the right 
ef repatriation ef capital invested and income earned 
thereon and capital appreciation (if any), ee long as 
the investor oontinuei to be resident outside India, 
Investment in these cases esn be made through one 
of the following modes; 

(a) ly a draft in rupees Issued in favour of UTI by a 
bank/exehangs house operating outside India drawn 
on their Indian correspondent banks, 


(b) By a cheque drawn on the Investor's NRE account 
maintained with a bank in India. 

(c) By a cheque/draft Issued from the proceeds ef 
FCNR deposits of the Investor, 

(d) Payment in Nepaleee and Bhutanese currencies 
are not acoepted 

4) Mode of paymant for Invoatmant 
without repatriation benefit* 

(a) Where fundi held in NRQ accounts are utilised 
for purchase of units, the fundi ao Invested and capital 
appreciation (if any), will not qualify for repatriation out 
of India, Similarly, investments in units purchased In 
rupees while the investor waa a resident of India and 
becomes non-resident subsequently will not qualify 
for repatriation of sale proceeds of units, 

(b) As per RBI circular A,D (M,A,8eries) Ne.18 dated 
August 18,1884 the entire Income distribution earned 
thereon during the financial year 1988-97 and 
enwards will qualify for full repatriation, In auoh oases 
UTI win make payment in Rupees for credit to NRO 
A/G. investors are advised to oentaet their banka/ tax 
consultants if they desire remittance abroad of the 
Income distribution on units. 

8. Application by and registration aa a member 
of the Plan of eligible institutions, minora, an 
applicant for the benefit ef a mentally 
handiesppsd parson •to.: 

(I) Eligible institutions, body corporate, and sooletlsa 
(including cooperative societies) may be 
registered as members, 

(il) Eligible institutions, bodies corporate or societies 
shall whenever required submit to the Truat all the 
relevant documents showing the applicants' 
competence to invest in units, aueh as 
Memorandum and articles of assoeiation, 
iye-laws etc, an authorised copy of the resolution 
by the managing body etc, authorising investment 
in units and a copy of the requisite Power ef 
Attorney, 

(lii) An adult, being a parent, step-parent or other 
lawful guardian of a minor may hold unita and deal 
with them in aecordanee with and to the extent 
provided, In sub-sedion (8A) of Seotion 21 Of the 
Ad, Such adult if so required shall furnish to the 
Trust, in sueh manner as may be specified, proof 
of the age of the minor and his oapaolty to held 
and deal with units on behalf ef the miner, The 
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Trust shall b« entitled to act on the statements 
made by such adult In the application form without 
any further proof. 

(iv) Where an application It made by an individual for 
the benefit'Of another individual who is a mentally 
handioapped person, the Trust shall aot on the 
statements furnished and in doing so the Trust 
shall be deemed to be acting in good faith, The 
Trust shell be entitled to deal only with the 
applicant and in the event of his death, the 
alternate applleant foe, all practical purposes and 
any payment in respect of the units by the Trust 
to the said applicant or the alternate applicant 
shall be a good discharge to the Trust, 

(v) A firm shall be registered as a member end the 
membership advlee/unlt certificate shall be made 
in the name of the firm, 

6. Right of the Trust to aoeept or reject 
application: 

The Trust shall have the right at its sole discretion to 
accept and/or to reject an application for issue of units 
under the scheme and the plan made thereunder, The 
Trust shall reject an application for Issue of units In the 
following circumstances: 

(I) The applioation is received with less than the 
minimum Investment of Re, 10,0Q0A or Rs. 
d.OOOA, as the ease may be, 

(II) The application has not been signed by the first 
applicant 

(III) The applicant is not eligible tc Invest In the 
scheme, Any decision of the Trust about the 
eligibility or otherwise of a person to make an 
applioation under the scheme and the plan made 
thereunder shall be final, 

(iv) In case the application is found tc be Incomplete, 
the same will be liable for rejection without 
Incurring any liability, whatsoever, for interest or 
other sum. 

(v) Any application without tho first applicants 
bank particulars will bs llabls to bo not 
accepted. 

Refund in suoh rejected cases will be made after 
compliance of requisite operational and 
procedural formalities without incurring any 
liability whatsoever for interest or ether sum, 


7. Appiloant to oompiy with roqulromonta 
under the aohamt before baing laauad 
unlta 

(a) Persons applying for units under the soheme and 
the plan made thereunder on behalf of a 
minor/mentally handicapped person shall satisfy the 
Trust about their eligibility to make an applioation and 
comply with all requirements as laid down by the Trust 
suoh as submission of the Birth Certificate in oaae of 
mlnor/Ocullst or Psychiatrist Certificate In ease of 
Mentally Handioapped. 

(b) Applications for units on behalf of bodies like 
Partnership Firmi/Co*operatlve Sooieties/Bodles 
Corporate/Companies shall be aooompanied by 
certified copy of Partnership Deod/Bye-Laws of the 
iosiety/itatute governing the Body 
Corporate/Memorandum and Articles of Association 
of the Compeny together with Resolution of the 
governing Body authorising investment in the 
soheme, At the time of repurchase of the units, 
resolution of the governing body authorising 
repurchase and authorisation of the concerned 
offloiai(s) of the Body to comply with the formalities 
and collect the repurchase cheque will have to be 
submitted, 

(c) Person who holds units under a false deolaration/ 
certificate shall be liable to have the membership 
cancelled and the name deleted from the register of 
members, 

(d) In aforesaid eases, Trust shall have the right to 
repurchase the units at par or NAV whichever is lowor 
and deduct therefrom 86% as penalty or at suoh prioe 
as may be decided by the Trust and recover the 
Income Distribution wrongly paid from out of tho 
repurchase proceeds and return the balanoe, Tho 
amount shall net carry any Interest irrespective of the 
period It takes the Trust to effect the repurchase and 
to remit the repurchase proceeds to the appiloant. 

8. Nomination by mombors 

(i) Nomination facility Is available to individuals 
applying on their bwn behalf I,a, singly or jointly 
upte two, 

(II) Only one person can be nominated, 

(III) Miners including NRIs can be nominated. 

(iv) Nomination of NRIs Is subject to requirements of 
the Rll prescribed from time t§ time, 

(v) Nomination ean be ohanged at any time during the 
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currency of the plan. 

(vi) Member being either parent or lawful guardian on 
behalf of a minor and an eligible institution, 
societies, bodies corporate, HUF, partnership 
firms and an applicant who has applied for units 
for the benefit of a mentally handicapped person 
shall have no right to make any nomination. 

(vii) Other provisions will be to the extent provided in 
the Regulations. 

(viii)The facility of the statutory nomination Is available 
to a member under Section 39A of the'Unit Trust 
of India Act, 1963, Accordingly, where a 
nomination in respect of any unit has been made 
in accordance with the UTI General Regulations, 
1964, the amount payable to the member in 
respect of the said unit shall on the death of the 
member vest in, and be payable to the nominee 
In any case subject to any right, title, claim or other 
interest of any other person to or jn respect of the 
said units as provided in such regulations and 
subject to any charge or encumbrance over the 
said units. Payment made by the Trust as 
aforesaid shall be &full discharge to the Trust from 
all liability in respect of the eaid units. 

VIII. REPURCHASE OF UNITS 

1. Repurchase of units under the plan will 
commence after three years from the date of 
commencement of the plan i.e. from 1st November, 
2002 under all the three options, There shall be no 
repurchase during the first three years of the schema 
and plan made thereunder except for settlement of 
death claim cases. The repurchase price will be based 
on the NAV of units (on historic basis) and shall be 
Issued to the press for publication six months from the 
date of commencement of the plan I.e. on 01.05.2000 
and on a weekly basis thereafter, The repurchase 
price valid for a week (Monday to Sunday) will be 
based on the NAV of the Wednesday of the preceding 
week. While calculating the repurchase price the Trust 
shall be at liberty to deduct administrative cost and 
other charges not exceeding 5% of the NAV per unit. 

2. Monthly Ineome Option 

(i) Repurchase will be effected on receipt of the mem 
bership advice alongwlth a request letter on a 
plain paper duly signed by all the holders and duly 
witnessed by another person giving his name, 
occupation and address/unit certificate duly 
discharged. 


(ii) Partial repurchase shall be permitted subject to 
the member maintaining a minimum balance of 
Rs. 10000/- (face value). 

(iii) The member while making an application for 
repurchase shall be bound to surrender all the 
unencashed Income Distribution Warrants 
remaining outstanding subsequent to and 
inclusive of the month of repurchase to the Trust. 

(iv) A member to be entitled to a full year’s Income 
Distribution paid out on a monthly basis 
should have held the units for a full year. A 
member who holds units for a part of the year 
shall be entitled to receive proportionate 
Income Distribution for the period of holding 
which shall always be full English Calendar 
months of holding, part of a month of 
whatever length being always ignored. 

(v) In the event of repurchase in full the Trust shall 
not, on accepting the membership advice along 
with the request letter for repurchase/unit 
certificate duly discharged, be bound to pay any 
Income Distribution on the units for the month of 
acceptance orfutdre months nor shall any Interest 
be payable on the repurchase proceeds. 

(vi) All the documents and the unencashed Income 
Distribution Warrants, if any, received shall be 
retained by the Trust for cancellation. 

(vii) Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
foregoing sub- clauses, the Trust shall be at liberty 
while repurchasing the units, In the event of failure 
of the member to surrender the Income 
Distribution Warrants which are then outstanding 
to deduct from the repurchase proceeds such 
amount representing the amount of the Income 
Distribution Warrant payable in future as have not 
been surrendered and pay the balance to the 
member. On acceptance of the membership 
advice and the request letter for repurchase/unit 
certificate duly discharged by the Trust, and in the 
event of full repurchase, the members' right to 
receive future Income Distribution including the 
Income Distribution for the month of acceptance 
will cease and the Trust shall have a claim on the 
amount represented by such outstanding Income 
Distribution. 

(viii)ln the event of partial repurchase, depending on 
The number of units retained by him, the member 
shall be issued a fresh membership advlce/unit 
certificate and a fresh set of income distribution 
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warrants for the remaining period including the 
month of acceptance. No interest shall be payable 
on the re purchase proceeds. 

(ix) In the event of the death of the member/s and on 
surrender to the Trust by the legal representative 
or nominee of the membership advice/unit 
certificate, togetherwith a request letter for 
repurchase of the units outstanding to the credit 
of the deceased member and the unencashed 
Income Distribution Warrants outstanding to the 
deceased member, the Trust shall on compliance 
with the requirements laid down in connection 
with the recognition of claim, repurchase the units 
in the manner prescribed in sub clause (iv) and 
(vii) hereinabove in accordance with such rules 
and guidelines as may be formulated by the Trust 
and pay the outstanding proportionate monthly 
income distribution upto the date of settlement of 
the claim. 

(3) Annual & Cumulative Options 

Partial repurchase will be permitted subject to the 
member maintaining a minimum balance of Rs. 
10,000/- (face value) under the annual income option 
and Rs. 5000/- (face value) under the cumulative 
option. 

(4) Payment for units repurchased by the Trust after 
the deductions, if any, shall be made within 10 working 
days (provided the application is in order) from the 
date of receipt of the membership advice alongwith 
the request letter for repurchase/ unit certificate duly 
discharged and unencashed Income Distribution 
Warrants, if any, at the centre where the repurchase 
requests are processed. 

No interest shall, on any account, be payable on the 
amount of repurchase due to the applicant and the 
cost of remittance (including postage) or of realisation 
of cheque or draft sent by the Trust shall be borne by 

the applicant. 

(5) In case of NRI/OCB investors, repurchase 
proceeds will be remitted depending upon the source 
of investment as mentioned in paragraph V (11) (xii) 
above. 

(6) Restrictions on repurchase of units: 

Notwithstanding anything contained in any provision 
of the scheme and the plan made thereunder, the 
Trust shall not be under any obligation to repurchase 
units: 


(i) on such days as are not working days; and 

(ii) during the period (as notified by the Trust) when 
the register of members remains dosed for any 
purpose as notified by the Trust. 

Explanation: For the purpose of this scheme and the 
plan made thereunder the term “working day” shall 
mean a day which has not been either 

(i) notified under the Negotiable Instruments Act, 
1881, to be a public holiday in the State of 
Maharashtra or such other States where the Trust 

has its offices; or 

(ii) notified by the Trust in the Gazette of India as a 
day on which the office of the Trust will remain 
closed. 

IX. INCOME DISTRIBUTION 

(a) A member shall have the right to exercise an 
option to participate in: 

1) Monthly Income Option OR 

2) Annual Income Option OR 

3) Cumulative Option. 

This shall be done at the time of investment in the 
scheme and the option once exercised will be final. In 
case no option is exercised for investment of Rs. 
10,000/- and more, it will be deemed to be under 
Monthly Income Option. If the application is for Rs. 
5,000/- or more but less than Rs. 10,000 it will be 
deemed to be under the cumulative option and 
processed accordingly.

Based on the investment objectives and policies 
of the plan as also prevailing and likely yields from 
the instruments in which funds of the scheme will 
be Invested, the scheme is expected to generate 
sufficient returns to pay assured Income

Taking annual expenses and provisions at 1.26%, the 
Income available for distribution would be 12.40%.

(a) Under the Electronic Clearing Services (ECS) 
Introduced by Reserve Bank of India currently a facility 
Is being made available to Investors from 
Mumbai/Calcutta/Chennai/New Dolhl/Ahmedabad for 
direct credit to their bank accounts at the respective 
centres and where the amount of single Instrument 
does not exceed Rs. 5,00,000/-. 

(b) The bank branch of the Investor will credit the 
members account and Indicate the credit entry with 
ECS In the passbook/statement of bank account. The 
applicant who desires to avail of this facility is 
requested to fill up the particulars of name and 
address of his bank, nature and number of account, 9 
digit Bank and branch MICR code no. etc. In the 
application form. 

(c) In case the response to this facility Is not sufficient 
enough or for any other reasons, the Trust may pay 
the Income by Issue of income warrants instead of 
paying Income through ECS. 

In order to avoid fraudulent encashment of Income 
Distribution Warrants/Repurchase cheques/ 
Redemption cheques, due to loss/misplacement, 
SEBI has made it mandatory for Investors, In their own 
interest to give bank particulars at the appropriate 
place In the application form, Applications without 
Bank particulars will not be accepted. Accordingly 
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applicants in the five cities who do not avail of the 
above facility as also those residing outside the cities 
viz. Calcutta, Chennai, Mumbai, New Delhi and 
Ahmedabad are required to furnish full particulars of 
their bank account (i.e. nature of account, account 
number and name of bank) at the appropriate space 
in the application form as well as on the 
acknowledgement receipt portion.

X. INVESTMENT OBJECTIVES, 
POLICIES, STOCK LENDING & 
DERIVATIVES 

1. Investment Objective: 

(i) Investment objectives of the scheme is to 
primarily provide regular income to members and 
also to endeavour providing capital appreciation 
on maturity of the scheme. Funds collected under 
the scheme after meeting all initial issue 
expenses generally be invested as follows: 

(a) Not less than 70% of debt instruments of low 
to medium, risk profile. 

(b) Not more than 30% of the funds in equities 
and equity related instruments.

(n) Minimum and maximum asset allocation: 

Debt - Minimum 70% Maximum 100% 

Equity - Maximum 30% 

(lii) No fixed allocation will normally be made for 
money market instruments. Investment in money 


market instruments will be kept to the minimum 
so as to be able to meet the liquidity needs of the 
plan. However, pending deployment of funds of 
the scheme in securities in accordance with its 
investment objective, as stated above, the Trust 
may invest in money market instruments. 

(iv) The Trust retains the option to alter the asset 
allocation for a short term period on defensive 
consideration. 

2. Fundamental Attributes 

(a) “Fundamental attributes” mean the following. 

(i) Type of scheme: Monthly Income Plan 1999(11) is 
a close end income fund. 

(ii) Investment objective: as provided under clause X 
of this offer document. 

(iii) Terms of issue: provisions in this offer document 
in respect of listing, repurchase/ redemption of 
units and expenses. 

(b) Any change in the fundamental attributes of the 
scheme will be carried out only with the consent of not 
less than three-fourths of the members. Further, in the 
event of a change in the fundamental attributes those 
who do not give their consent will be allowed to 
redeem their unitholdings in the scheme. 

(c) The Board may from time to time add to or 
otherwise amend this scheme and the plan made 
thereunder and any amendment/addition thereof will 
be notified in the Official Gazette as required in terms 
of section 21 (4) of the UTI Act 1963. 

(d) Any change/amendment/modification of the 
fundamental attributes of the scheme will be made 
with the prior approval of the SEBI.

3. Investment Policies

that if the debt instrument is not rated, the specific 
approval of the Board of Trustees of the Trust 
shall be taken for invest ment. 

(ii) No term loans will be advanced by the scheme. 

(iii) The Trust shall buy and sell securities on the basis 
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of deliveries and shall in all cases of purchases, 
take delivery of relative securities and in all cases 
of sale, deliver the securities and shall in no case 
put itself in a position whereby it has to make short 
sale or carry forward transaction or engage in 
badla finance. 

(iv) The Trust shall get the securities purchased by it 
transferred in its name. 

(v) Subject to requisite authorisations, UTI, in 
appropriate circumstances, may use techniques 
and instruments, such as futures and options and 
other derivatives subject to applicable regulations 
and counter-party risk assessment, as and when 
they become permissible in the Indian market, for 
the purposes of achieving the investment policy 
of the plan or hedging or minimising the risk. 

(vi) The scheme may, from time to time, give on loan 
securities in which it has invested, fora temporary 
period In accordance with the securities lending 
scheme of SEBI. if mutual funds and UTI are 
permitted to borrow stocks the scheme may in 
appropriate circumstances borrow stocks in 
accordance with SEBI'guidelines in that regard. 

(vfi) The scheme may invest in securities Issued by 
overseas/foreign companies and listed abroad or 
securities issued by Indian Corporates to 
foreign/overseas investors and listed on foreign 
stock exchange directly by subscribing to such 
issues or purchasing them on the foreign stock 
exchanges in accordance with the SEBI/RBI 
guidelines issued In that regard from time to time. 

(viil>The scheme shall not make any investment in; 

a) any unlisted security of an associate or group 
company of the Trust; or 

b) any security Issued by way of private 
placement by an associate or group company 
of the Trust; or 

c) the listed secu rifles of group companies of the 
Trust which is in excess of 25% of the net 
assets of all the schemes of the Trust. 

(ix) The services of UTI Securities Exchange Limited 
(UTI 3EL) a stock-broking firm and wholly owned 
by UTI may be utilised for securities transactions 
of the plan as per the policies and subject to the 
limits laid down by the Board of Trustees of the 
Trust. UTI SEL was sat up in 1 094, with registered 
office at Mumbai. 


Investment in non publicly offered debt: 
Depending upon the available yield the scheme 
would be investing in non-pubiicly offered debt 
securities. 

(xi) Based upon the liquidity needs, the scheme may 
invest in Government of India/State Government 
Securities without any restriction on the extent to 
which such investment can be made.

XII. ASSOCIATE TRANSACTIONS & 
BORROWINGS 

1. The scheme shall not borrow except to meet 
temporary liquidity needs of the scheme for the 
purpose of repurchase, redemption of units or 
payment of Interest or Income to the members. 
Provided that the scheme shall not borrow more than 
20% of the net asset of the scheme and the duration 
of such a borrowing shall not exceed a period of six 
months.

(III) The bonds Issued by the Trust under sub-section 
(II) of section 20 shall be guaranteed by the 
Central Government as to the repayment of 
principal and the payment of Interest at such rate 
as may be fixed by the Central Government at the 
time the bonds are Issued.

(g) Unquoted debentures, bonds and transferable 
notes are valued at yield to maturity, linked to the 
yield on GOI Securities (yield curve) along with a 
mark up approved by the Board of Trustees. 

(h) Unquoted warrants are valued at the market rate 
of the underlying equity shares discounted for 
dividend element, if any, and reduced by the 
exercise price payable. In cases where the 
exercise price payable is higher than the value so 
derived, the value of warrants is taken as nil. 

(I) Unquoted Government Securities are valued at 
yield to maturity based on the prevailing interest 
rates. 

(]) Convertible debentures and bonds where 
composite market quotations are not available, 
the convertible portion Is valued at the market rate 
relevant to equity shares, discounted for dividend 
element, if any. The non-convertible portion If any, 
of such debentures and bonds is valued as in (f) 
above. Where terms of conversion are not 
specified In respect of the convertible portion, the 
same is taken at cost. 

(k) Capital indexed bonds are valued on cost basis.* 

(l) Valuation policies for Money Market Instruments:- 

(I) Money market Instruments and other 
investments are taken at book value, 

(li) The money invested In inter bank call market 
is taken at cost. 

(ili) The money Invested In discount/interest 
earning instruments Is valued at the yield at 
which the instrument was last traded. For this 
purpose the latest available quote within a 
period of two working days, prior to the 
valuation date is considered. When there are 
no quotes available In the last two working 
days, the Instrument Is valued at cost plus the 
difference between the face value and the 
cost, applied uniformly over the remaining 
maturity of the Instrument. 

(iv) Other money market Instruments, Including 
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unquoted debentures are valued at cost plus 
the difference between the. face value and 
cost, applied uniformly over the remaining 
maturity of the instrument. 

Notwithstanding anything contained In 
respect of clauses X (3), XIII (1) and XIII (2) 
the valuation of assets, computation of 
NAV, fixation of repurchase price and 
frequency of their disclosure would be In 
accordance with the provisions of SEBI 
(MF) Reguiations/Guidellnes/DIrectlves 
issued by SEBI from time to time. 

XIV. ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

1. Income recognition 

(a) Dividend Income on listed equity shares is 
accrued on the ex-dividend date. Dividend 
income on unlisted equity shares and preference 
shares is accounted on receipt basis. 

(b) Interest on investments and commitment charges 
is accounted for on accrual basis. 

(c) Profit or loss on sale of investments is recognised 
on the trade dates on the basis of weighted 
average cost. 

(d) Profit or loss and premium on redemption of 
debenture/bonds are recognised on the due date. 

(e) Underwriting commission Is recognised as 
revenue on receipt basis when there Is no 
devolvement. In case of devolvement, the full 
underwriting commission Is reduced from the cost 
of such Investments. 

(f) Front-end fee on Investments in shares and 
debentures Is reduced from the cost of such 
investments. 

(g) The difference between purchase price and the 
maturity value in respect of zero coupon bonds, 
deep discount bonds and other long term 
discounted Instruments Is treated as Income over 
the remaining life of the Instrument on YTM basis. 

(h) Other income is accounted for on receipt basis. 

2. Expenses 

a. Expenses are accounted for on accrual basis. 

b, Certain common expenses Incurred through Unit 
Scheme 1984, are allocated to the other schemes 
as per the provisions of Sec 25 (4) of UTI Act 
1963 , 
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c. Unit Scheme 1964 which owns the fixed assets, 
recovers lease rent, on an approved basis, from 
other schemes for their usage of the said assets. 

3. deferred revenue expenditure 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 25 (3) of 
the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963, certain expenses are 
deferred as under 

(i) The initial issue expenses including commission 
paid to agents, incurred by the close ended 
schemes are written off equally over the tenure of 
the schemes. 

(ii) When units are repurchased/bought back, the 
deferred revenue expenses to be charged in that 
year, as also for the unexpired period, is suitably 
adjusted. 

4. Investments 

a. Investments are stated at cost or written down 
cost. 

b. In case of secondary market transactions 
investments are recognised on trade dates. 

C. Subscription to primary market issues is 
accounted as investments, on allotment. 

d. Bonus/right entitlements are recognised on 
ex-bonus/ex- right dates. 

e. Investment viz., debenture and bonds are 
transferred to current assets on the 
redemption/due date. 

t. The cost of investments include brokerage and 
service tax but does not include stamp fees which 
is charged to revenue. 

5. Provisions and Depreciation: 

(A) Provisions against the income considered 
doubtful: 

Provision is made in respect of interest income 
remaining past due for two quarters or more. Provision 
is made in respect of dividend at the year end, where 
it remains outstanding for more than one year from the 
ex-dividend date. 

(B) Depreciation in the value of investments 

(i) The aggregate value of investments as computed 
in accordance with clause Xlll(2) above is 
compared to the aggregate cost of such 
investments and the resultant depreciation, if any, 
is charged to. General Reserve/Unit Premium 


Reserve In case such aggregate value exceeds 
the aggregate cost or the aggregate value as at 
the end of the previous year, the appreciation is 
added to Unit Premium Reserve/ General 
Reserve to the extent depreciation was previously 
adjusted. 

(ii) In cases where unquoted equity or preference 
shares, were written off in the earlier years, the 
cost of such investment is written back to its cost, 
as and when a quote or fair value is available. 

(iii) Assets where interest is remaining past due for 
two quarters or more are classified as non 
performing assets. Provision for such assets is 
made individually (as stated in the table below). 
Such provisions are not made for other 
performing assets of the same company.

(iv) Where principal repayment remains outstanding 
(i) for two quarters beyond the past due period in 
respect of the debt instruments with a balance 
maturity of not more than 3 years and (ii) for one 
year beyond the past due period in respect of debt 
instruments with a balance maturity of more than 
3 years, provision is made for such outstanding 
instalments. The overall provision for such assets 
is limited to the percentage mentioned in the 
above table (upto 50% for secured and 100% for 
unsecured assets) or the amount in default 
whichever is higher. 

Any subsequent instalments in such cases where 
the original default continues, are provided after 
30 days from the respective due dates. 

(v) In case of funding of interest by way of 
capitalisation of outstanding interest dues, the 
same is provided irrespective of the period of 
default. 

(vi) Provisions tor non performing assets are cha-ged 
to Unit Premium Reserve/General Reserve/ 
Revenue Account as the case may be. 
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appreciation of Investment In the plan will be 
subject to treatment Indicated under sections 46 
and 112 of the Income Tax Act, 1961. At present 
the Investor js required to pay tax ® 20% on long 
term capital gains after factoring the benefit of the 
Cost Inflation Index.

(vii) Provisions made under paragraph 5(A) and 5(B) 
(Iv) are written back on receipt or on restructuring 
of the assets. Provisions under 5(B) (v) are written 
back on receipt basis. 

6. Buy-back of units: 

The units of schemes, listed on stock exchanges 
which are bought back for redemption through open 
market operations are accounted for on trade dates. 
The difference between the acquisition cost and the 
face value Is charged to the Revenue Appropriation 
Account. 

7. Income Distribution: 

(a) In respect of application money pending 
capitalisation, provision for income distribution Is 
made for schemes where units are sold at face value 
and for other schemes no such provision Is made. The 
income distribution is charged to revenue 
appropriation account in the year of capitalisation. 

(b) Provision for income distribution is made on unit 
capital at rates approved by the Board of Trustees. 

(c) In respect of monthly Income plans launched after 
1st January 1997, where the income distribution is 
assured, the liability pertaining to cumulative option Is 
provided for the period from April to March each year 
in the books of accounts. 

3. Publication of Financial Results: 

The unaudited financial results as on 31st December 
will be published within 2 months and audited annual 
results as on 30th June will be published within six 
months of finalisation of accounts in one English dally 
and one Marqthi daily. 

XV. TAX TREATMENT OF INVESTMENTS 

1. Tax Treatment 
(A) Residents 

(I) Taxation of income and capital appreciation under 
the plan will be subject to prevalent tax laws. 

(ii) As per the Finance Act 1999 income received by 
all categories of investors under all 
schemes/plans of the Trust is totally free from tax 
under section 10 (33) of the Income Tax Act, 
1961. Also the plan is required to pay an income 
distribution tax at the rate of 11% (including 
surcharge) under Section 115 B of Income Tax 
Act, 1961 on the amount of income distributed by 
it. 

(iii) Any long term rapital gains arising on capital 


(iv) Value of investment in units under the plan Is 
completely exempt from wealth tax. 

(v) The Gift Tax Act, 1958 has abolished the levy of 
Gift Tax In respect of Gifts made on or after 1st 
October 1998. Thus, Gifts of Units of the plan are 
fully exempt from levy of Gift Tax. 

(B) Non-Residents 

(I) Taxation of income and capital appreciation under 
the scheme will be subject to prevalent tax laws 

in India. 

(ii) As per the Finance Act 1999 Income received by 
all categories of investors under all 
schemes/plans of the Trust is totally free from tax 
under Section 10(33) of Income Tax Act, 1961 
irrespective of the source of Investment. 

(Hi) Any long term capital gains arising out of the 
investment in the scheme through NRO Account, 
will be subject to treatment indicated under 
Sections 48 and 112 of the Income Tax Act, 1961. 

(Iv) Value of Investment In units under the scheme is 
exempted from wealth tax. 

(v) The Gift Tax Act, 1958 has abolished the levy of 
Gift Tax In respect of Gifts made on or after 1st 
October 1998. Thus, Gifts of Units of the plnn are 
fully exempt from levy of Gift Tax. 

2. Eligibility for Capital Gains Tax 
Exemption under Section 54EA 

Investment of entire or part of net consideration arising 
out of transfer of long term capital assets in MIP-99 

(II) will be eligible for capital gains tax exemption under 
Section 54EA of the Income Tax Act, 1961 subject to 
availability of repurchase/transfer/pledge of units only 
after three years from the date of acceptance of the 
application. 

3. For Eligible Trusts 

Units are approved securities under section 11 (2) (b) 
of the Income Tax Act 1961. Eligible Trusts investing 
in units will therefore, qualify for tax exemption In 
respect of income and corpus under sections 11 and 
13 of the Income Tax Act, 1961. 
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XVI. INVESTORS RIGHTS & SERVICES 

1. Members under the plan have a proportionate 
right In the beneficial ownership of the assets of 
the plan anc{ to the income declared by the plan. 

2. The members have a right to ask the Trustees 
about any Information which may have an 
adverse bearing on their Investments and the 
Trustees shall be bound to disclose such 
Information to the members. 

3. The members have the right to have the 
membership advices issued to them not later than 
6 weeks from the date of closure of sales under 
the plan/unit certificates within 7 days from the 
date of receipt of request for Issue of unit 
certificate In lieu of membership advice. 

4. The members have the right to have the 
repurchase/redemption proceeds despatched to 
them within 10 working days (provided the 
application is In order) from the date of receipt of 
the application at the office where the repurchase 
requests are processed.
